WESTERN  CANADA  POWER  PRIVILEGES 
BY-I.AW,  1910. 


A By-law  to  enable  the  Western  Canada  Power 
Company,  Limited,  to  sell  electric  current 
within  the  corporate  limits  of  New  Westmin- 
ster. 

WIIERExVS  the  Western  C’anada  Power  Com- 
pany, Limited,  a body  corporate,  is  desirous 
of  entering  into  the  City  of  New  Westminster  for 
the  purpose  of  supiilying  electric  power  for  indus- 
trial purposes,  and  other  purposes  incidental 
thereto,  and  it  is  ex]iedient  that  such  permission 
be  granted  the  said  Company  upon  the  terms  and 
conditions  hereinafter  set  out : 
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Therefore  the  Municipal  Council  of  the  Corpor- 
ation of  the  City  of  New  AV'estininster  enacts  as 
follows  : — 

1.  In  this  By-law  the  word  “ Company  ” shall 
mean  the  Western  Canada  Bower  Company,  Limit- 
ed, its  successors  and  assigns  ; the  word  “ Corpora- 
tion’ shall  mean  the  Corporation  of  the  Citj’  of 
New  Westminster;  and  the  word  “Council'’  shall 
mean  the  Council  of  the  said  Corporation. 

2.  The  said  Company  may  construct,  erect  and 
maintain,  and  there  is  hereby  gi-anted  to  the  said 
Company  under  and  subject  to  the  terms,  condi- 
tions. and  covenants  hereinafter  set  forth,  permis- 
sion to  construct,  erect  and  maintain  its  poles,  and 
string  or  opei'ate  a line  or  lines  of  wire  along-  the 
sides  and  across  or  under  any  i)uhlic  highway, 
street,  or  bridge  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of 
New  Westminster,  except  that  part  of  Columbia 
Street  between  10th  Street  and  Leopold  I’lace,  and 
to  do  all  things  which  may  bo  necessary  in  the 
supplying  of  electrical  current  for  industrial  power 
and  heating  purposes  during  the  term  of  fifty  years 
from  the  date  hereof. 

3.  This  by-law  shall  not  grant  unto  the  Company 
the  right  or  privilege  of  supplying  power  for  or 
operating  an  electric-lighting  business  within  the 
corporate  limits  during  the  said  period  of  fifty 
years  ; but  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  who  is 
a customer  of  the  Company,  and  is  XLsing  for  pur- 
poses other  than  the  production  of  light  and  heat, 
power  supplied  by  the  Company  to  the  extent  of  at 
least  thirty  (30)  horse  power,  may  use  power  sup- 
plied by  the  Company  for  the  purposes  of  generat- 
ing light  for  the  lighting  of  the  business  premises 
of  such  person,  firm,  or  corporation  upon  which  the 
power  supplied  by  the  Company  for  power  purposes 
as  aforesaid  is  used. 

4.  The  Company  may,  during  the  said  period  of 
fifty  years,  use  such  poles  upon  the  public  streets 
as  may  from  time  to  time  be  erected  or  owned  by 
the  Corporation  for  the  purposes  of  carrying  the 
Company's  wire  or  wires,  under  the  terms  and  con- 
ditions, that  is  to  say : — 

(fl. ) The  Corporation  may,  without  any  charge, 
cost  or  liability,  but  sul)ject  to  such  reasonable  and 
proper  conditions  as  to  position  of  wires  and  super- 
vision of  woi-k  as  the  Company  may  impose,  use 
any  pole  or  poles  the  property  of  the  Company,  and 
erected  by  it  within  the  corporate  limits  for  the 
purpose  of  carrying  any  wire  or  wires  belonging  to 
the  said  Corporation  for  its  own  purposes  only. 

(b.)  Before  placing  any  wire  or  wires  upon  any 
pole  or  poles  belonging  to  the  Corporation,  the 
Company  shall  olitain  tlie  consent  in  writing  of  the 
Mayor,  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  AVorks,  and 
Chairman  of  the  Light  Committee  of  the  said 
Ccjuncil,  for  the  time  being;  and  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  the  said  iNfayor,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
\\'orks,  and  Cliairman  of  the  Light  Committee  of 
the  Council  afoi'C'said,  in  granting  such  consent  to 
imi)ose  such  reasonable  and  pro[)er  conditions  as  to 
j)osition  of  wires  and  supervision  of  work  as  it  may 
deem  tit  : 

(e.)  'riu'  Company  shall  pay  to  the  Corporation  : 

(L)  In  each  and  eviu'y  calendar  y(‘ar  ii))  to  and 
including  the  ytair  B.Ui'),  for  each  and  every  polo 
eri'cti'd,  maintained,  or  us('d  i)y  the  Company  other 
than  poles  l)elonging  to  the  Cori)oral ioii,  ten  (ID) 
(■('Ills  tier  poi('  per  annum,  and  for  ('ach  and  every 
jKde  belonging  to  the  Corporation  used  iiy  llu'  Com- 
pany  for  the  carrying  of  any  wire  or  wiri's,  live 
(.->)  cents  pi'r  [lole  per  annum  ; 

(2.)  In  ('ach  and  ('V('ry  cah'udar  yc'ar  from  the 
year  ID1D  to  tlu'  year  1!)2.''),  both  inclusiv(',  for  ('ach 
ami  ('vi'ry  poh'  ('r('el('d,  mainlaini'd,  k('i)t  or  us('d 
by  th('  Comiiany  ollu'r  Ilian  poh's  iK'longing  to  the 
Corporation.  I w('nly-fiv('  (23)  ('('ills  jx'r  poh'  jicr 
annum,  and  for  ('ach  and  I'vi'ry  pole  b('l()Uging  to 
lh('  Corporation  used  by  the  Comjiany  for  tin' 
carrying  of  any  win'  or  win's,  Iwi'lve  and  one-half 
(I2'/(>)  cents  iii'r  iioh'  pi'r  annum; 

(3.)  In  each  and  ('vi'ry  cab'iidar  year  from  and 
inciilding  tin'  ,vear  lD2li,  to  the  ('iid  of  the  full  term 
of  fifty  years,  as  hi'n'in  iiroviih'd  for,  each  and 
evi'i-y  iiole  ('I'citted,  mainlained,  ki'pt  or  us('d  by 
the  Company  ollu'r  than  jioh's  bi'Inuging  to  the 
Coriioral ion,  Iffly  (.30)  C('nls  p('r  poh'  |)('r  annum, 
and  for  ('ach  and  ('V('ry  iioh'  b('louging  to 
th((  Coi-|)()ral  ion  us('(l  by  the  Company  for 


the  carrying  of  any  wire  or  wires,  twenty- 
five  (23)  cents  per  pole  per  annum  ; and  the  above 
payments  shall  be  made  by  the  Company  during 
the  month  of  December  in  each  year  upon  the  poles 
actually  erected,  kept,  maintained,  or  used  by  the 
Company  on  the  first  day  of  October  in  such  year. 

3.  The  permission  hereby  granted  by  the  Corpor- 
ation to  the  Company  to  construct,  erect,  and  main- 
tain poles  and  conduits,  and  string  and  operate 
wires  and  cables  along  the  sides  and  across  or  under 
any  public  highway  or  bridge,  within  the  limits  of 
the  Corporation,  shall  be  subject  to  the  following 
conditions,  viz. : — 

((/.)  The  line-poles  shall  not  be  less  than  3.3 
feet  in  height  above  the  surface  of  the  ground,  or 
eight  inches  in  diameter  at  the  top  where  the  arm  is 
affix(gl  to  the  pole,  and  shall  be  clean,  straight, 
dressed  and  painted,  and  set  firmly  in  the  ground  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  foreman  of  the  Board  of 
AVorks,  for  the  time  being,  of  the  said  Corporation: 

(b.)  The  said  Company  shall  and  will  from 
time  to  time,  and  at  all  times  during  the  erection 
of  any  poles,  the  laying  or  stringing  of  any  wires, 
and  during  repairs  to  and  alterations  of  the  same, 
take  due  care  and  proper  precaution  for  the  safety 
and  protection  of  foot  and  other  passengers,  and  of 
horses  and  carriages  passing  along  the  streets, 
lanes,  bridges,  or  highways  of  the  Corporation  on 
which  the  erection,  lajung,  stringing,  construction, 
alteration  or  repair  is  being  performed,  and  will 
not  unnecessarily  interfere  with  or  impede  the  pub- 
lic right  of  travelling  on  such  public  highways, 
streets,  lanes,  and  bridges,  nor  in  any  way  obstruct 
the  entrance  to  any  door  or  gateway,  or  interfere 
with  the  free  access  to  any  building: 

(c. ) The  Companj'  shall,  before  beginning  any 
work  wiihin  the  limits  of  the  Corporation  here- 
under and  from  time  to  time,  as  when  the  .system 
may  be  altered  or  extended,  file  with  the  Corpora- 
tion a plan  showing  the  public  highways,  streets, 
bridges,  or  other  public  places  in  which  it  proposes 
to  erect  poles,  string  wires  or  cables,  lay  conduits, 
and  the  particular  part  thereof  it  proposes  to 
oocupy  for  each  such  purpose,  preference  being 
given  as  far  as  possible  to  the  use  of  lanes,  side 
streets  or  alleys,  and  shall  at  the  same  time  iireseut 
and  file  with  the  Corporation  specifications  of  the 
electrical  conductors,  wires,  poles,  and  conduits 
proposed  to  be  erected  or  laid  by  it,  specifying  the 
materials  and  dimensions  thereoL  the  height  of  the 
wires,  the  depth  of  the  conduits,  the  methods  of 
insulation,  and  the  devices  to  be  used  for  the  pro- 
tection of  life  and  property,  and  the  said  poles, 
wires,  cables  or  coiKluits  shall  be  erected,  strung,  or 
laid,  as  the  case  may  be,  in  .such  places  only  as 
shall  be  agreed  upon  by  the  Corporation,  and  not 
otherwise : 

((/.)  That  the  ])oles,  wires,  and  conduits  here- 
after to  be  eivcted  in  pursuance  of  such  jirivih^ges, 
shall  not  be  used  by  the  Comiiany  for  any  purpose 
other  than  for  the  purposes  hereinbefore  mentioned, 
and  the  Company  shall  not  permit  or  allow  any 
other  person,  iiersons.  or  corporations  other  than 
the  said  Corporation  of  the  City  of  New  'Weslmin- 
sl('r  to  use  or  in  any  way  utilise  the  said  poles, 
wiri's,  conduits,  and  other  structures  to  be  plaei'd 
on  said  str('els  in  pursuance  of  this  agreement  for 
any  purpos('S  whatsoever  without  the  consent  of  the 
Corporation  by  n'solulion  of  the  Council  first  hav- 
ing h('('n  obtained  : 

( ('. ) ’I'he  main  transmission  line  of  the  Company, 
wIk'ii  (’arri('d  through  the  City  of  New  AVestminster, 
shall  he  ('arri('d  at  a lu'ighl  not  h'ss  than  fifty  feet 
above  ground,  and  shall  Ix'  earri('d  along  such  loca- 
tion as  may  be  appr()V(xl  by  the  committees  men- 
lioiK'd  in  section  4 subsection  (b)  hereof;  the 
voltage  to  Ix'  carri('d  on  any  wiri^  forming  part  of 
llu'  (list I'ibut ion  .system,  and  not  being  the  main 
transmission  line,  shall  not  be  greater  than  2..3(K) 
volts,  without  the  written  consent  of  the  said  com- 
mill('('s  : 

(/■)  4'he  Company  shall  provide  all  insulators, 
saf('ty  (l('vis('('s  and  lighting  arr('st('rs  mx-essary  for 
lh('  |trop('r  insulation  of  their  lines  so  as  to  render 
them  safe  to  the  imblic,  such  insulation  or  protec- 
tion to  be  under  the  inspection  and  subj('cl  to  the 
aiiproval  of  the  c()mmitle('  mentioned  in  subsection 
(b)  of  section  4 hereof: 
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((/. ) I’rior  lo  till'  ion  ()!■  rcimir  (il  luiy 
hy  lli(‘  ('tmiiiiiiiy,  which  iiiiiy  render  il  necessary  to 
(lii;  inlo  nr  in  any  manner  inlerrere  with  any 
stre('l  nr  laiu's,  or  a porlion  lliereol,  (he  ('omiiany 
shall  nolil'y  lln>  ('oriioralion  of  (heir  inlenlion  lo 
('ri’cl  or  repair  as  aforesaid,  and  sinill  ohiain  Ihe 
ei>nsen(  in  wrilinj;  of  (In'  eonimil(('e  menlioned  in 
snhseelion  (h)  of  seel  ion  d lii'reol,  anil  llii'  ( oni- 
liany  shall  wilhoni  delay,  nol  in  any  ease  lo  I'xeeed

(/. ) The  (.'ompany  shall,  wheiu'ver  reiiuired  to 
do  so  hy  the  ( 'orpoi’al ion,  place  their  wiri's  nnder- 
sronnd  as  may  he  directed  hj’  the  (loniicil,  and 
subject  lo  such  conditions  as  may  he  then  imposed 
by  the  Council,  and  remove  the  poles  and  wires 
erected  and  maintained  hereunder,  and  in  such 
event  Ihe  Company  shall  have  no  claim  for  com- 
pensation, damas'e  or  otherwise,  in  respect  of  such 
I'eipiiri'inent  ; but  this  clause  shall  not  be  put  into 
operation  unless  and  until  all  companies,  iiersons 
and  coi'iiorat ions,  other  than  the  said  Corporation 
of  the  City  of  New  Westminster,  conveying  elec- 
trical energy  for  light,  heat,  power,  and  other  elec- 
trical pui'poses  shall  bo  compelled  or  agree  also  to 
place  their  wires  underground  : 

(j.)  Whenever  it  shall  be  necessary  in  grading 
any  street  or  land  of  said  city,  or  in  building  any 
sidewalk,  or  making  any  other  improvement  there- 
on, to  move  any  pole  or  poles  belonging  to  the  Com- 
pany, on  or  which  any  line  or  lines,  wire  or  wires, 
belonging  to  the  Company  shall  be  stretched  or 
fastened,  the  Company  shall,  upon  receiving  forty- 
eight  hours’  notice  from  the  Corporation’s  Engineer, 
contractor,  or  other  person  having  charge  of  such 
grading  or  other  improvement,  move  such  pole  or 
poles ; and  if  the  Company  upon  such  notice  shall 
neglect  or  refuse  to  move  any  such  pole  or  poles, 
then  such  pole  or  poles  shall  be  moved  by  the  Board 
of  Works  of  the  said  Corporation  at  the  expense  of 
the  Company,  and  the  Corporation  shall  not  be 
liable  to  the  Company  for  any  loss  or  inconvenience 
caused  or  occasioned  by  such  removal. 

0.  The  Company  shall  and  will,  from  time  to 
time,  and  at  all  times  indemnify  and  save  harmless 
the  Corporation  from  any  injury  arising  from  any 
casualty  or  accident  to  person  or  property  by  reason 
of  any  neglect  or  omission  to  keep  the  poles  and 
wires  of  the  Company  in  a safe  condition,  and  from 
all  valid  claims  against  the  Corporation  for  dam- 
ages caused  by  said  wires  or  poles,  or  by  any  works, 
alterations,  repairs,  or  improvements  in  connection 
with  the  work  herein  contemplated. 

7.  The  privileges  hereby  granted  to  the  Company 
shall  absolutely  cease  and  determine  after  the  expi- 
ration of  two  years  from  the  date  hereof,  unless, 
prior  to  the  expiration  of  such  term  of  two  years, 
the  Company  shall  have  so  completed  their  work  as 
to  he  ready  to  commence  delivering  electrical  energy 
and  power  within  the  City  of  New  Westminster, 
B.  C. 

8.  That  nothing  in  this  by-law  contained  shall 
be  deemed  to  confer,  or  bo  construed  as  conferring, 
any  exclusive  right  or  powers  on  or  to  the  said 
Company. 

9.  Stave  Bake  Power  Privileges  By-law,  1007, 
is  hereby  repealed. 

10.  This  by-law  may  be  cited  as  the  “ Western 
Canada  Power  I’rivileges  By-law,  1010.” 

11.  Done  and  passed  in  open  Council  the  21st 
day  of  February,  A.  D.  1010.

Excerpt  from  Rules  and  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

Rule  59. 

All  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills, 
properly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the 
Legislative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within 
the  purview  of  the  “ British  North  America  Act, 
1867,”  whether  for  the  erection  of  a Bridge,  the 
making  of  a Railway.  Tramway.  Turnpike  Road, 
or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line : the  construction 
or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal,  I.ock,  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  work  : the  granting  of  a right  of 
Ferry ; the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint  Stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  indi- 
viduals any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privi- 
leges whatever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing 
which  in  its  operation  would  affect  the  rights  or 
properly  of  other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particu- 
lar class  of  the  community,  or  for  making  any 
amendment  of  a like  nature  to  any  former  Act, — 
shall  require  a Notice,  clearly  and  distinctly  speci- 
fying the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  and, 
where  the  application  refers  to  any  proposed  work, 
indicating  generally  the  location  of  the  work,  and 
signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicants,  such 
notice  to  be  published  as  follows  : —

57.  No  Petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be 
received  by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days  of 
each  Session,  nor  may  any  Private  Bill  he  presented 
to  the  House  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each 
Session,  nor  may  any  Report  of  any  Standing  or 
Select  Committee  upon  a Private  Bill  be  received 
after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session,  and  no 
Motion  for  the  suspension  or  modification  of  this 
Rule  shall  be  entertained  by  the  House  until  the 
same  has  been  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made  thereof 
at  a previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the  Standing 
Committee  charged  with  consideration  of  Private 
Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House.  And 
if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as  afore- 
said the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or 
for  which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay 
double  the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless 
the  House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.  Any  person 
seeking  to  obtain  any  Private  Bill  shall  deposit 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight  days  before  the 
opening  of  the  Session,  a printed  copy  of  such  Bill, 
a copy  of  the  Petition  to  be  presented  to  the  House, 
together  loith  the  notices  published.  At  the  time 
of  depositing  the  Bill,  the  applicant  shall  also  pay 
to  the  Clerk  of  the  House  a sum  of  three  hundred 
dollars.  If  a copy  of  the  Bill,  Petition  and 
notices  shall  not  have  been  so  deposited  in  the 
hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the  House  at  least  eight 
days  before  the  opening  of  the  Session,  and  if  the 
Petition  has  not  been  presented  within  the  first 
ten  days  of  the  Session,  the  amount  to  be  paid  to 
the  Clerk  shall  be  six  hundred  dollai’s.  If  the  Bill 
shall  not  pass  second  reading  one-half  of  the  fees 
paid  shall  be  returned.
